role. Arthur Hopkins has been quietly
rehearsing her in the play since the
opening of John Barrymore in "Hamlet"
took his first Shakespearean obligation
off his hands.
Robert Edmond Jones will do the settings.as he did for the current tragedy

at the Sam H. Harris Theater. It is
not known how soon Miss Barrymore
will come forth in this production, word
of -which had an electric effect in theatricalcircles on Broadway yesterday.
It js expected that "Rose Bernd,"
which has passed the first flush of heavy
patronage at the Longacre Theater, will j
end its run there In two weeks.
No date has been fixed for Miss Cowl'*

production, but it is generally believed
that the productions will be made almostsimultaneously. In that case.
with "Hamlet." the impending Belasco
offering of David Warfield in "The
Merchant of Venice" and the Walter
Hampden and Frits Leiber productions
Now York will not only be able to revel
in Shakespeare this season but will be
able to make the unprecedented choice
between two Juliets.
A feature of the undertaking is that

Mr. Hopkins, who was able to keep his
plans secret for over a week, will thus
he engaging In friendly rivalry with the
Selwyns, who, with Sam Harris, form his
closest allies in the theatrical field. It
was by arrangement with them that
Hopkins was able to present "Macbeth"
last season in one of their houses.

Miss Barrymore In this production
will be satisfying a long cherished
dream. It first came close to fulfillment
during the actors' strike In 1919 when
the Equity Association put on plays to
fill the war chest and Miss Barrymore
played the balcony scene. Earlier this
year there had been an announcement
that her next play would be "As You
Like It," in which she would play Rosalindto the Orlando of McKay Morris,
her present leading man. However,
these plays were abruptly abandoned.
While no definite announcement has
been made, Morris Is expected to play
Romeo.
The last Important star to essay Juliet

here was Eleanor Robson, who played
In an "all star" company at the Lyceum
Theater in 1903. Maude Adams, who,
like Miss Barrymore, started as si
'Charles Frohman star, played it in 1S99.
This will be Miss Barrymore's first
Shakespearean performance.
